Annunl Report of the Controller—Finnacial
Uperntlons of the Clty Durlog 1570-1he
Pablle Debt of Philndelphin.

Mr. Samuel P. Hancock, City Controller, sub-
mitted to Councils yesterday his anoual state
ment, showing the receipts, expenditures, ete.,
duaring 1570. The Countroller, ln his introduac-
tion to the statement, says that the amount of
the expences of the several departments for
purposes itemized in the original ordinances do
not in the sggregate equal the appropriations,
the whole balapnces merging being $415 00728,
The amount appropristed durlng the year for
gpecial objects not contemplated was 2478 000,

The Coutroller ealls attention to the assess-
ment of personal property, and says that the
Statle of Pennsylvanin compals the clty to pay
tax on an amount equal to more than ten times
the gum returped by the assessors, and the dif-
ference, Instead of being pald by tax on per-
sonal effeets, is churged and collected ngainsg
real estate.

Deatit or A WELL-ENOWN JOURNALIST, —
This morning Mr. George W. L. Johnson, a
well-known joarnalist, died at his residence in
this city, from Injuries received several weeks
ago by a full, Mr. Johnson was about fiity-two
years of age, and daring the greater portion of
hie Jife was connected with the journalism of
this city. Fle was an excellent organizer of
newspaper establishments, aud was instrumental
in starting & number of journals. In 1545 he
eetablishied a daily paper called the True Sun,
which was quite successful for severnl yenrs.
He left this journal in 1849, and subsequently
established a emall dally paper with the title of
the Little 'eniug, which, by its vigorous
assaults npon certain local abuses, ereated quite
a sensation. It did not, however, survive for
wmore Lthan five or #ix mouths, Bubsequently he
ncted as news editor of the old Pennsylvanian,
and in 1851 was one of the origiontors of the
Sunday Transeript, In 1802 Le beeame one of
the proprietors of the Sunday Mercury, which
at this time became a Democratic organ. In
1806 he dispoged of his interest in the Mercury
to Willlam M. Meeser & Co., the present
proprictora, and after that date acted until the
time of his death as the Harrlsburg and Cape
May correspondent of several of the prominent
journals of this city. His last independent
venture was in the publicalion, a few yesrs ago,
of o weekly journal devoted to the Interests of
the petroleum trade. Among other journals
with which he was connected during the long
period of his newspaper carcer, was the -
quirer; of which he was news-editor for some
time, when that journal was changed to its pre-
sent eight-page form. Mr. Johuson was an ex-
cellent news editor, and was | kewlise an efficlent
news ageni. At one time he established an
independent telegraph bureau for the collection
and dlgsemination of news, but the enterprise,
although It bad substautial backing, did not
prove a success. Mr. Johuson was a genlal
companion asd o warm-hearted friead, and his
death will be deeply lnmented,

Ceantinuntion of thelr Trinl at Trenton-The
Cnne lor the Defenne,

Yesterdny the trinl of Constable Francis
Bouders, the inltintory procesdings of which we
liave miready given, was commenced in_ the
Upited States District Conrt at Treaton. Wit-
neeses for the defense were called, the frst
belng Alexander Mahon, who was present abthe
Newton townehip polle, Camden connty, on last
election davy, and whotoe atatements were, as was
expected, contradictory of all that had beon said
by the witnesees for the Common wealth.

He testified tbal whien tke polls were first
opened the room was nearly full of eolored mon;
they formed o line that stretehed fur down the
gireet, and ecarried canes and clubs: Jostice
Henry brought up & man to vote, when one of
tbe colored men kicked him; then the fracas
began, the colored men doing all the fghting
amopg themselves: two or three white men
ran in aAmong them, when they all
ran out of doorg; some one of them struck
Justive Henry and pushed him  behind
the door: the door swung shut, and
closed with a lateh. Witness told the clerks to
close the polle, but immediately afterwards told
them 1o open the polls and go one with the
election. The negroes were yery wild and ex-
cited, and attacked the white men; gaw one
strike at Forman with a brick; saw them beat-
ing » man named Long outside. after the fight
was over the colored mon had possession of the
polis. Inthe evening, while witness' back was
turned, somebody took the ballot-box and threw
it outof the window., Witness heard no firing
of plstole: did not see the prisoner, Souders, at
the polls; 816 votes were polled before the
ballot-box was taken,

Upon erpes-examination the witness #ald that
one of the white men prezsented a piatol ng wit-
ness' head, and threatened to “blow hiz d —d
braing ovt If he took another nigiger vote

Henry Clugterman, the olber judee of elec-
tlon, gave testimony substantially the same.
Markley Davis, the clerk, testified that he heard
the report of a pistol-ghot, and gave other testi-
mony corroborating the statements of Malian,
The court then adjourned W1l to-day,

OUR MERCIHANT MARINE.

The Nomber; Yonunges nod Crews of Vessels
Eutrring nod Llearing from the Port of Phi-
tudelphin,

Durlng the quarter ending September 350,
1870, according to the oflicial report of the Bu-
renn of Statistics, the number of vessels {rom
foreign countries which entercd the port af Phi-
ladelphin was 200, with n tonpage of 101,074,
and crews numbering 2507, Of these 131 were
Amerlean vessels, with 55031 toss and 1337
men; and 126 were foreigo vessels, with 48,043
tons and 1870 men,

The vumber of vesrels in the foreign trade
which cleared from the port of Pulladelphia
duripge the smpe perlod was 199, with 704453 tons
aud 2065 mwen. Of these 81 were Amerlean ves-
gelp, with 355611 tons and &35 men: aad 118
forelgn veesels, with 44,951 tops and 1230 men.

Duripg the same period the number of ocean
steam vessels which entered the port of Polln-
delpbia was 5, with a tonnage of 4507 and erews
pumbering 149 men. UOf these 4 were Amerlcan
vessels, with 4864 tons aud 150 men; and 1
foreign vessel, with 36 tons and 13 men.

During the same period the nuimber of vesaels
in the coastwise trade which entered the portof
Philadelphia was 577, with a tonoage of 185,421
tons and crews nwmbering 5770 men.,  Of these

402 were steam vessels, with 156,310 tons and |

4055 men: and 125 salling vessels, with 31,111
tons and G615 men.

The vessels in the eoastwize trade which
cleared from the port of Philadelphia during
the same period were 489 in mirmber, with a
tonpage of 108,385 and crews numbering 5003
men, Of theee 316 were steam vessels, with
140,504 tons and 4205 men: and 123 saillog ves-
gels, with 27,881 topeg and S05 men.

Ture Freppmex's Commission.—The follow-
ing circular has been issued by the Freedmen's
Commission, which 18 engaged in the work ol
educating the negroes of the Southern States.
We commend it to the cousideration of our
readers:—

Bipce 1802 the Freedmen'a Commisilon has been
carrying ot the work of school and Christian eduon-
tion among the negroes of the Southern States,
partly by meana of privice benefleence, nod
partly by aid recelved from the United States doy-
ernment.

Druripg the last gehool year, endiog July, 1870, the
Penusylvanla vranch was ablo o mpintain 115
teachers, a8 follows :—in Virginia, 46 Maryland, 43;
South Caroling, 19; North Carolion, 8; Mississippl,
b, About 6000 freed people have been under Instruc-
tlen. Ve y little clothing or other aid has been scat
them during the past year, The oolored peopie
have been able to assume u 8till g ater share of the
support of thelr gschools,

In many instances they have bullt good school-
honsges, and the establishment of a charch I8 fre-
quently the out-growth of the school. A few of the
gchooli of the agsonintion have been adopted by the
State authorities, who frequently make application
for tepchers of our selection, also for puplls out of
our pormal schools to become teachers in thelr
Nigte schools, It s pleasant to resond the fact that
the prejudice agalnst Northern teachers has groatly
diminished, and that thelr valuable work and lofla-
ence have come to be recognizned,

The aud which tiua assoviation received last year
from the Uniteo States Government, viz,: §10 per
month for each 50 puplls, 1s necessaclly withdrawn
sincethe abolitlon of the Freedmen's Burand. The
work will hencelorward depend wholly upon private
subseriptions, The assotiation has besn able thas
far thig year to open all 1ts_ best sgchools, and send
most of 18 experienced teachers, numberlog forty,
It grestly desires o inerease thoe pamber,

Almost every day brings entieating letters, pray-
lng with touching earpestness that former schools
may be resumed, or new ones planted, promising,
in eany cascs, that the freed peopls will pay twa-
thirds of all expenses. The thirst for aducation
seems npabated. 1t s with grief that this assoclia-
tion refuse ald o any of these people; and feellng
thiat It may lay Just ¢lalm to public contddence for
Its past record, It appeals for sald o mulotaln and
enlarge s work, To lformer (riends and coworkers
It sgain addresses (wself, De not weary In well-
doing.

Ovn Passexapr Travric.—From the ofliclal
report of the Bareau of Btat stles we learn thnt
during the quarter ending Septemher 80, 1870,
the number of passengers from forelgn coun-
tries arriving In the port of Philadelphia was
181, of whom 142 were lmmigrants and 39 not
jwmigrants, Of the lmmigrants, 67 were males
and 75 females; 37 were under the age of 15, %
under forty, and 15 above forty years. Thore
was but one death on the voyage, Of the imml-
grants, 4 were patives of Great Britain, 93 of
Ireland, 2 of Germany, O of Italy, 83 of the
West Indles, and 5 of other countrics. The
oceupations of the Immigrants were classed as
follows: —4 engineers, 23 laborers, 24 seam-
stresses, and 10 servants, the remalnder, except-
ing 03, Lelng classed uunder other occupations,
